KILL HA VB TO BE A SEW DEAL. 



Judge Cox of the Supreme Court of 
the District of Columbia dismissed the 
bill of complaint of John G. Wood, Su- 
perintendent of Mails at Louisville, pray- 
ing that Postmaster General Gary and 
Assistant Postmaster General Heath be 
enjoined from removing him from office. 

The case has been considered in the 
nature of a test of the power of removal, 
and the delivery of the opinion drew to 
the Courtroom many public officials, in- 
cluding members of the Civil Service 
Commission. 

Judge Cox's decision was an elaborate 
review of the law bearing on removals of 
Federal employes, He held at the outset 
that it was not within the power of a 
Court of equity to grant relief in matters 
nf appointment and removal from office. 
Then, taking up the merits of the case, 
he stated that it was settled law that the 
power of removal was an Incident to the 
power of appointment, and that both 
could be exercised by the head of a De- 
partment in reference to subordinate offi- 
cials. Concerning the Civil Service Law, 
Judge Cox held that it must not be con- 
strued to grant authority, either to the 
Civil Service Commission or to the Presi- 
dent, to make rules contrary to the law 
itself, or of a legislative character. He 
quoted with approval the decision of 
Justice Brewer that Congress could not 
delegate its power to leuislate to any ad- 
ministrative body The decision sums 
up as follows A 

"The simple Inquiry is whether the 
rules invoked by the complaiuant, 
whether the President or the Commission 
or both be tho authors of them, are such 
as the Civil Service Act authorized to be 
established. In mv judgment they arc 
ultra vires and void. I have no doubt 
that the Presideut may lay down rules 
for the internal policy of his Admiuistra-

"To sum up, I conclude that apart 
from the Civil Service Act the Postmas- 
ter General bad the authority to remove 
the complainant from ottlce at his pleas- 
ure: that this act makes no change in 
this respect, except to forbid removals 
for refusal to contribute to partisan ob- 
jects; that the power given to the Com- 
mission and the President to establish 
rules to carry that act into effect does 
not authorise any rule which shall make 
a change in the law in this respect; and 
consequently that, even if this Court had 
jurisdiction in a case like the present one, 
he complainant is not entitled to the re

that time have been so extremely hot and 
dry that the prospects for these crops, 
which were short from the beginning, 
must now be reduced by at least one-fifth. 

Not a drop of rain occurred in any part 
of the state this week. Only a few light 
showers at scattered points have fallen 
since August 2"JJ. Drouth, which a few 
weeks ago was confined exclusively to 
the Western section, has spread so as to 
include the Central portion, and is grad- 
ually affecting the Eastern section. 
Crops, however, in the Eastern half ot 
the state are in much better condition 
than those of the Western half, and. 
therefore, the suh division that was tnade 
last week will be used again in this re- 
port. 

The average daily maximum tempera- 
ture over the state for the week was 97 
degrees. The daily mean temperature 
averaged ten degrees above the normal. 
This is an extraordinary spell ot bol 
weather, and for so late a period is with- 
out precedent in climatic records. Un- 
til recently the farmers had grave appre- 
hension that frost would arrive before 
their crops would mature. But unless 
frost comes within the next ten days it 
can add but very little to the damage al- 
ready done by excessive heat. Scarcely 
a cloud has passed before the sun to ob- 
scure its burning rays even for a mo- 
ment during the past ten days. As a re- 
sult those crops which, though backward, 
were growing luxuriantly, have matured 
rapidly, while those that were afflicted 
by drouth are burned beyond possible 
n covery from future rains. 



The other day we published a notice of 
>ne feature of the Maysville Fair which 
will hold a portion of the time each 
afternoon in conjunction with the 
lightier attractions which go to form 
four days of excitement, iuterest and 
fun. We allude to the scrub races which 
are for horses which have never been 
tracked, have no record and to be driven 
by owner. Either pacers or trotters can 
inter, no entrance fee charged, and the 
purse is *25. All premiums paid iinme 
diately upon decision of judges. Note 



The situatiuu in this section is that of 
the most serious drouth that has occurred 
in Kentucky for many years. With few 
exceptions reports are very discouraging. 
Ponds and creeks have gone dry, and 
even the springs and wells are fast yield- 
ing up their last drop, making the lot of 
man as miserable as that of the beast. 
Cattle have to be driven in some in- 
stances ten miles to wster. In other 
places water is being hauled to them. 
Stock is suffsring and looking poorly. 
Pastures are exhausted, and farmers are 
feeding cattle ot. corn, which in localities 
is worthless except as fodder. Corn on 
the uplands will not make one third crop. 
In bottom lands it may make one half. 
This estimate is based on the variable 
appearances of the fields. When ex- 
amined the ears are found to be small 
and the grain light and chaffy . Thus the 




prospect diminishes. Lata corn Is almost 
a total failure. About one half the to- 
bacco is now cut in this section Most of 
it had to be cut green, as it was firlug so 
badly Altogether it will not make one- 
third of a good year's crop 'Gardens 
are a thing of the past." No plowing 
for wheat has yet been done. Frulti 
rotting and falling fast. 

EASTERN SECTION. 

Apparently in anticipation of coi 
tied dry weather farmers in this section 
have also begun cutting their tobacco 
whether ripe or unripe, A large amount 
of tobacco, which was ripe before cut- 
ting, has been laid away in tolerably 
good condition. Fully one-third of the 
entire crop has been put to the knife, and 
the remaining portion is either maturing 
or yellowing so rapidly that, it is said, 
it will all be housed before October 1st . 
Corn in this section has all along been 
spotted. Since dry weather came it 
begun to vary with the high and low 
lands. Late corn will be cut very short 
unless rain comes soon. The early 
planted is maturing rapidly under the hot 
sunshine prevailing, and will make about 
three fourths of a crop. Much of it is 
already in shock and cutting is in pro- 
gress. Foddering is also under way. 



up. Pastures are becoming low, and 
complaint of scarcity of stock watt 
quite general. Drouth is fast making 
firm hold on this section, although at 
present crop prospects are forty per cont 
better than in the Western section.
